COURTS AND JUSTICE. 


Judges of the United States Ooart 


are frequently appointed for partisan 
services rendered the party in power at 
the time of their appointment, not be- 
cause of their ability and fitness 
for 
the judiciary. 
They are not 


amenable 
to the 
people as they 


hold 
office 
for 
life 
and 
too 


often have no more conception of jus- 
tice than they have regard for public 
opinion. Two of these Judges—Dundy 
and Jenkins—recently issued injunc- 
tions restraining employes of railroads 
in the hands of receivers from associat- 
ing, consulting or conferring together 
for the purpose of maintaining or in- 
creasing their wages. Fortunately an 
appeal to dissolve the- injunction was 
heard by Judge Caldwell of the United 
States Circuit Court. Judge Caldwell, 
like Lincoln, sprang from the people 
and is endowed with common sense. 
He dissolved the enjoining order and 
decided that labor as well as capita] 
has rights under the law, the one to 
associate and coLif'-" to increase wages 
and the other to hi,: ,-.SQ the profits of 
Investments. The justice of this de- 
cision cannot be dispute „! and its effect 
on members of labor organizations 
cannot result otherwise than bene- 
ficially, aa the man who has to work for 
a living feels and acts better when he 
knows that his rights are respected by 
the courts. 


Now the United States Court at 


Ogden, in the case of the Industrial 
Army, issued an order to the United 
States Marshal of Utah to return the 
army to the box cars in which the men 
were brought to Utah and not allow the 
men to remain in any place in Utah 
Territory. 
This order in effect was 


that the Marshal should take posses- 
sion of a train, if the agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company at Ogden 
declined to furnish it, force men who 
were accused of no crime, on to the 
cars, run the train to the Nevada line 
and leave the army to perish on the 
desert. 


Much hus been said, and with good 


reason, too, in condemnation of the 
brutality of anarchists, yet never did 
socialists or anarchists issue a more in- 
human or revolutionary decrees than 
that of Judge Miner of the United 
States Court at Ogden. Though the 
Governor of the Territory and a few 
heartless and thoughtless officials re- 
joiced over the i ictory which they had 
achieved in the Court, public senti- 
ment condemned it, and provided 
the pitiable and deluded army with 
clothing and rations before it left the 
city of Ogden on its marc h eastward 


Attorney Iloyle declared in Court 


that njver during his residence in a 
border State during the war hud he 
seen such a flagrant violation of human 
rights as had been witnessed in Ogden 
ior four or five days, when the Indus- 
tri 11 Vi-my was unlawfully detained by 
th } Territorial militia. 


PACIFIC KAILKOAO DEBTS. 


Commissioner Hampton of the Pa- 


cific Railroads has submitted to the 
House memoranda on various bills in- 
troduced for the settlement of the 
debts due the United States from the 
several Pacific railroads. 
He is op- 


posed to a foreclosure of the govern- 
ment liens on the roads as proposed by 
one of the bills. He favors the main- 
tenance of a sinking fund, into which 
a certain proportion of the net earn- 
ings of the roads shall be paid. 


As the first installment of the bonds 


issued by the United States in aid of 
the construction of the Union Pacific 
and the Central Pacific railroads be- 
come due next January, and, unlike 
other government bonds, which are re- 
doemablo after maturity at the option 
of the government, the railroad bonds 
are payable at maturity. The present 
Congress will therefore have to deal 
with the question, and make provision 
for the redemption of the bonds. It is 
probable that a bill will be reported 
from the Committee on Railroads at 
the present session, and it is possible 
that within a year the United State** 
may be owning and running a railroad 
from Ogden to Omaha. 


A SILLY OOLPUUG. 


"Every honest, intelligent man, and 


the majority of them are Republicans, 
realizes that the Populists are a dead 
duck."

April 
13. — Senator 


Mitchell of Oregon, spoke against the 
Wilson bill to-day. He declared that 
the passage of the bill would be legis 
lative recognition of a most dangerous 
economy and constitutional heresy 
In 1856 the Democrats elected Buch 
anan on that policy and almost bank 
rupted the Treasury. 
The nationa 


credit was badly shaken, and in 1860 
they were hurled from power. The 
same result will follow in 1896 if this 
bill be passed. The Union had been 
brought about because of the varying 
tariffs of different States. The con 
stitutionality of protection was not at 
tacked till 1892. He condemned the 
ad valorem system, and discussed woo 
at length, pronouncing the schedules 
arbitrary and unjust because it pro 
tected the manufacturer and not the 
producer and favors foreigners. The 
placing of wool on the free list was a 
most visionary fallacy. Clothing was 
cheaper than before the passage of th 
McKinley bill. 


Barley, hops, plums and prunes aJso 


received attention. Agricultural pro 
ducts, he said, fell under the blighting 
influence of the Wilson bill, and quoted 
a speech of Voorhees, delivered in 1881 
proving him to once have been a protec- 
tionist.

PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


Gen. 
Wtttle Hampton Opposes a Fore- 


closure of the 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
12. — General 


Wade Hampton, the Commissioner of 
Railroads, has submitted to the House 
Committee having supervission of the 
matter sundry memoranda on the var- 
ious pendidg bills for a settlement of 
the debt of the Pacific Railroads to the 
United States. From this memoranda 
it appears that the Commissioner is op- 
posed to the foreclosure of the lien on 
the roads, and the management there- 
of by Congress, but is favorably dis- 
posed to the maintenance* of the sink- 
ing fund and the ^ayineut into it of a 
larger proporti^u of net earnings. Dis 
cussing the qaustion of foreclosure, he 
says: 


"A foreclosure of the lein, it is ad- 


mitted, will not satisfy the debt, as a 
Bale of the subsidized roads under the 
decree of the Court would not realize 
more than enough to cancel the amouui 
of the first mortgage bonds, in which 
case the United States would be re- 
quired to lose the claim or buy in the 
liens and pay off the first mortgage in- 
debtedness. Railway management by 
Congress, besides being opposed to 
settled policy would not only be a 
doubtful, but a dangerous experiment 
This alternative therefore should be 
rejected." 


Under the second form of settlement 


he says the sinking fund may takinai 
tained and a larger proportion of net 
earnings be required to be paid into it, 
so not only current interest may be 
met, but the principal of the bonds 
gradually diminished. This proposi- 
tion he saya has already been recom- 
mended for adoption in the form of a 
proposed bill, which was submitted to 
the Secretary of the Interior for trans- 
mission to the committee.

FLLCTBICITY. 


Wo are entering the electrical age, 


and tho subject of electricity attracts 
more universal interest than any other. 
Very much is being learned about the 
effects of electricity, very little as to 
what electricity is. The books are full J 
of explantions in reference to magne- 
tism but the chapters are short on 
electricity. The latter is the cause, the 
former the effect. 


The orthodox scientists will ridicule 


this idea, but as wo can learn very 
little from their arbitrary code, th 
writer long ago rebelled against their 
authority. Their theories are utterly 
unreliable, and their teachings per- 
nicious errors. 


Throw a pebble into the lake, and 


numerous ring waves will spread out 
in all directions. The moving pebble 
irf analogous to electricity, the waves 
to magnetism. One is the force, the 
other the effect. The books deal al- 
most e atirely with tho effects and have 
very little to say about the cause. 
Long chapters are written about mag- 
netism, very short ones about electric- 
ity. 
The latter 
exists without the 


former, is not dependent upon it, but 
without electricity there can be 
magnetism. 


The machinery of the universe is 


operated by the force of electrical cur- 
rents, and we are rapidly approaching 
the time when electricity will be con- 
nected with most of the mechanical 
contrivances of man. Before we can 
attain reasonable progress, more atten- 
tion must be given to the cause, the 
original impulse. 


We know that magnetic iron ore, the 


pole, and the other in Siberia, twenty- 
five degrees south of the north pole- 
where the dipping needle stands per- 
pendicular, pointing toward the center 
of the earth. Going south the reverse 
is true. 


The magnetic needle is certainly 


thus affected by permanent electric 
earth currents, and to these we must 
look for the immediate causes that af- 
fect magnetic needles, produce nat- 
ural magnets, move the atmosphere, 
causing the wind to blow, cause evap- 
oration, start and conduct the storm 
waves, produce rain, hail, sleet and 
snow, organize and protect mineral 
bodies, originate and sustain vegetable 
and animal life. 


These silent electric currents are the 


immediate sources of all power of all 
life, of all action, but in turn they are 
effects of a more remote cause, and to 
find their origin we must go deeper 
into the subject. 


We can never understand life and 


matter till we go to the fountain head of 
force, and the study of electricity will 
lead us in that direction.

natural magnet, has lines of force con- 
nected with it, but why ? We dig from 
the earth what are called magnetic 
ores, and we know that when these 
ores are brought into contact with 
other non-magnetic ores, the latter are 
transformed into natural magnets, and 
lines of force are set up in them. 


What is it that sets up these lines of 


force in the natural magnet? The 
earth currents, of course. When we 
place a natural magnet in contact with 
steel, the latter slowly becomes mag- 
netized and will retain the lines of 
force after it is withdrawn from the 
natural magnet. The same result is 
secured when the steel bar is so placed 
as to permit a current of electricity to 
pass through the bar, and this is very 
strong evidence that in all cases cur- 
rents of electricity 
constitute 
the 


cause of magnetism. 


Thowing off all technicalities, dis- 


pensing with the hard language used 
by orthodox scientists, we have the 
plain, naked truth that magnetism is 
an effect of electricity, and magnets 
become such by electric currents cir- 
culating through them. When those 
currents cease the magnet loses its 
magnetism. 


There are said t6 be two kinds of 


magnets, but the only real difference is 
in the length of time they hold the 
magnetic forces. Just as well say there 
are two kinds of life because one man 
lives a little longer than another. 
Soft 


iron magnets are artificial 
because 


they have no magnetism except when 
we cause a current of electricity to 
pass through them. Hard iron or steel 
magnets continue to conduct the elec- 
tric currents through them after the i 
bittery has been withdrawn.

THE SUN IS A ORE AT MAGNET 


Through which the electric currents 
constantly 
circulate. The earth is 


also a magnet connected with the sun, 
moon aud other planets by electric 
currents, and any electric disturbance 
felt on one is immediately transmitted 
to all the others.

poles—one 


northwest of Hudson's Bay, twenty de- 
grees south of the geographical north

WOOD PULP SILK. 


Discovery Perfected and » 


Mill Started In France. 


An experiment is being made at Besan- 


con, in France, with a substitute for silk, 
which will be watched with interest. 
The indention, that of Count de Chardo- 
met, is to convert wood pulp into soft 
silken thread, durable, luminous and 
elastic. The "silk" threads produced 
from the wood pulp were first shown at 
the last Paris exhibition, when they en- 
joyed a good deal of attention among 
those interested in the silk industry. But 
the process was at that time far from 
complete, and many improvements had 
to be made before the invention could bo 
regarded aa a commercial success. 


That point, in the opinion of Count de 


Chardomet, has now been reached, and 
a mill has been built for the manufacture 
of goods from the new material. There 
are still some details in the process which 
must be improved before capitalists aro 
likely to embark in the venture. One of 
the great difficulties, it appears, that baa 
to be overcome is the snapping of the 
threads while they are being spun, owing 
to the unequal pressure which is exer- 
cised in forcing the wood pulp through 
an exceedingly small aperture, so as to 
convert it into thread. This is a defect, 
however, which the inventor is confident 
he will soon overcome. After the wood 
ha£ been reduced to the consistency of 
pulp it is dried in an oven and then 
pluntfed into a mixture of sulphuric and 
nitric acids, washed in several baths of 
water and dried by alcohol. The prod- 
uct is afterward dissolved in ether and 
pure alcohol, and the result is collodion 
similar to that used in photography. 


This collodion, which is a sticky, vis- 


cous substance, is inclosed in a solid 
receptacle furnished with a filter at the 
lower end. An air pump sends com- 
pressed air into the receptacle, and by 
this pressure the collodion is forced 
through horizontally in the form of fine 
threads. As the thread is forced out it 
passes through a vessel filled with ether 
and alcohol, which solidifies the collo- 
dion and makes it elastic and as brilliant 
as silk. If the invention turns out as 
successfully as its inventor anticipates, 
it will be the beginning of a very impor- 
tant industry,—Edinburgh Scotsman.
